miles northwest of Addis Ababa, 
following the fall of the Ethio­ 
pian capital without a fight.

the Hungarian border. Two motorized divisions and one infantry division (2) were driving toward Belgrade 
from Szeged while three German divisions (3) were reported driving at Belgrade from the Rumanian frontier, 
50 miles away. 
The main German thrust (4) was directed at Nis from Bulgaria. 
German troops also from 
Bulgaria were attacking allied forces in the Struma river valley (5) in Greece in a drive on Salonika.

BUS ENROUTE

No Passengers In j ured 
When Mishap Ig­ 
nites Gasoline 


Columbia, Pa., April 7 (AP)—A 
Greyhound bus, carrying ll passen 
gers, was swept by fire today after 
an automobile crashed into the rear 
and severed a fuel line running to 
the bus tank containing 200 gal­ 
lons of gasoline. 
None of the passengers was in­ 
jured. 
The driver of the machine, 
Chester H. Fink, 69, of Columbia, 
was slightly injured as his car ca­ 
romed off the bus into the center 
of the Lincoln highway and was 
struck by a trailer truck. 
He was 
taken to the Columbia hospital. 
Some of the passengers' luggage 
was destroyed and the interior of 
the bus wrecked. 
State motor police reported the 
driver. Howard J. Miller, 38, of 
Philadelphia, had stopped the bus 
at a Reading railroad grade crossing 
just Inside the Columbia borough 
limits, ll miles west of Lancaster. 
The automobile struck the rear 
drive motor, severing the fuel line 
and leaking gasoline ignited, 
Co­ 
lumbia firemen played water on the 
gas tank to prevent an explosion. 
The bus passengers were taken 
to Lancaster, transferred to another 
bus and continued their journey. 
The bus was enroute from Phila­ 
delphia to Pittsburgh. 
The operator of the trailer-truck, 
S. S. Lehigh, of York, was uninjured

Germans Claim Advance of 18 to 25 Miles in 
Second Day of Invasion of Yugoslavia; 
Athens Reports Soldiers Holding Fast 


(By The Associated Press) 
Greek troops were reported to have withstood violent new 
assaults today in the second day of Adolf Hitler's invasion 
of the Aegean kingdom; while in Yugoslavia, target of a twin 
nazi thrust, the Germans claimed an advance of 18 to 25 
miles. 
The direction of the German advance into Yugoslavia was 
not given. 
Nazi troops massed on the Rumania frontier had 
been within 50 miles striking distance of Belgrade, the Yugo­ 
slav capital. 
Athens dispatches said Greek infantrymen were holding 
fast amid furious attacks in narrow Macedonian mountain 
------------------------------------------- • passes littered with German 
dead and the wreckage of IO 
nazi tanks. 
The Greek high command 
said the German Palm Sun­ 
day invasion had been stopped 
with the loss of only a single 
fort. 
Dispatches from Bern, Switzer­ 
land, quoted the Yugoslav radio as 
saying that Yugoslav artillery had 
opened 
fire 
along 
the 
Albanian 
frontier, preparing for an attack 
on Italian-held Albania. 
“The enemy, having made some 
progress, was stopped all along the 
front," the Greek high command 
announced. 
Berlin gave a different picture. 
Without disclosing definite gains, 
Hitler’s high command said that the 
nazi advance into both Balkan na­ 
tions was “proceeding on scheduh 
against stubborn resistance” 
The Germans said Yugoslavia’s 
capital, Belgrade, had been subject­ 
ed to a fourth heavy bombing at­ 
tack 
during the night and 
left 
aflame. 
Italy Joins Hostilities 
D.N.B., the official German news 
agency, quoted the Bulgarian air 
command as saying Yugoslav bomb­ 
ers had attacked the open cities of 
Sofia and Kustendil, Bulgaria, kill­ 
ing several women and children. 
Hitler’s 
high 
command 
listed 
“enemy” plane loses in the opening 
day of the conflict at 102, including; 
35 bagged in aerial combat. 
Italy joined 
in 
the hostilities. 
The fascist air force reported it had 
bombed the Yugoslav naval bases 
of Split and Cattaro, an arsenal 
and an air base. 
Turkey remained neutral as Ger­ 
man panzer divisions stormed Into 
neighboring Greece, but tile official 
Turkish radio declared Germany’s 
given reasons for the attack “do not 
satisfy anyone.” 
“It is apparent who brought war 
to the Balkans," the radio said, 
adding that German strategy ap­ 
peared to be aimed at Yugoslavia’s 
“waist”—the important rail junc­ 
tion city of Nis in the Vardar river 
valley—in the hope of slicing Yugo­ 
slavia in two.

Elizabeth Irvin (jets Letter 
Describing War in England 


A letter describing the start of 
the London “blitz season” last fall 
has been received by Miss Elizabeth 
Irvin. 108 Carlisle street, from an 
acquaintance in England. 
The writer of the letter is Beryl 
Moody, of Southampton, England. 
Miss Irvin has been corresponding 
with Miss Moody during the last five 
years. 
The letter follows: 
24th February 1941 
Dear Elizabeth, 
I expect you must be thinking me 
a very poor correspondent for keep­ 
ing you waiting all these months be­ 
fore replying to your very long and 
interesting letter, 
I received your Christmas gift 
and was very, very pleased with it. 
It Is so unusual, and I feel very 
proud of my letters now', because in 
England, such stationery is rarely 
seen. So, thank you very much in­ 
deed for it. 
Well, since I last wrote you, in 
one way, many things have hap­ 
pened, but at the same time, none 
of them have been very exciting. 
You will notice that the address 
of this letter is my home address. 
I am no longer living in London, 
but- came home during the middle 
of last October. Actually it all hap­ 
pened so quickly, that it took me 
quite a time to become accustomed 
to the thought of not being in Lon­ 
don any more. 
I spent a very pleasant fortnight at 
home during August, out while I 
was home, the London “blitz sea­ 
son” started. Naturally my mother 
and father were rather worried 
about my being there, and although 
many of the girls left the hostel, I 
made up my mind I would stick it 
just as long as I was allowed to. 
Tile basement of the hostel was re­ 
inforced and converted to a shelter, 
and every evening just before six 
o'clock, we used to change into our 
shelter kit, and carry our beds 
downstairs. As my bedroom was on 
the top storey, you can imagine it 
was no easy job trying to get a 
mattress down, over eight stairs or 
more from the shelter. Actually, we 
used to “bed down” in the dining 
room, adjoining the shelter, so that 
we were handy if things began to 
get rather uncomfortable. Of course, 
It took a few nights to get used to 
sleeping, more or less fully dressed, 
w i t h all sorts of paraphenalia 
ground around — a torch under the 
pillow, shoes, coat, and a small 
suitcase just by one s side, and al­ 
though there wasn’t much privacy 
about it, we had some most enjoy­ 
able evenings, in spite of all the 
drawbacks. 
Then, one week-end, I went to 
another part of London to stay 
with my aunt, uncle and cousins 
there. 
We were in the shelter in 
their garden until about four o’clock 
in the morning, and as it was now 
quiet, we decided that we would go 
back indoors. They lived in a flat, 
at the top of the house, so you can 
see we were not in the most con­ 
venient part. Anyway, about three 
quarters of an hour later, when I 
was just ready to step into bed, a 
stray “visitor” came circling over, 
and dropped its “egg” right on top 
of us. 
As it came down, it took 
the corner of the roof off, and the 
house just seemed to crumple up as 
if it were made of paper, and then 
straighten itself out again. 
I ex­ 
pected to find myself In pieces out 
in the garden, but fortunately the

earth of the garden, just 14 feet 
away from the house, which broke 
the force of the explosion some­ 
what. Naturally, it shook all of us 
up for a little time, but after that, 
my mother and father wrote to say 
asking me to pack up, and come 
home. The officials at the office did 
not want me to leave, of course, and 
even after r had come home, they 
wrote asking me to reconsider my 
resignation. 
As it was, however, 
there was already another post w ait­ 
ing for me here, so I started work­ 
ing again almost directly. My com­ 
mercial course is coming in very 
usefully now, because I am doing 
shorthand and typing, and secretar­ 
ial work at a fairly large firm not 
far from home. I am able to cycle 
there and back every day, and al­ 
most all the road runs through a 
country district, so that in fine 
weather, it is very pleasant. When 
the rain is pouring down, though, 
you can imagine one does not feel 
quite so pleased about it. 
As re­ 
gards weather, however, I think we 
have now seen the worst of the 
winter, and everyone is looking for­ 
ward to the spring and summer. 
Already the flowers and buds are 
appearing, and it makes one feel 
quite cheerful to see them coming 
along. I only hope they are a sign 
of happier times coming! 
I was very interested in the ac­ 
count of your recent trip, and I only 
wish I could have been with you for 
every part of it. 
It was rather a coincidence th at 
you should enquire if I had heard 
from my French friend, because only 
yesterday I received a letter, after 
many many months of hearing 
nothing. 
I had no idea of her 
whereabouts after the recent up­ 
heaval, and had more or less givefi 
up hope of hearing for a while. 
However, I was very pleased to hear 
from her again, although her letter 
was very short. She mentioned that 
she was still living in her "little 
village,” but I really don’t know 
whether it is of any use for me to 
try to write to her. 
I am making 
inquiries, and I do hope I shall be 
successful. 
Thank you very much for the 
photographs you enclosed with your 
letter, and I am very glad you en­ 
joyed your visit to the Exhibition. 
Wouldn’t it be grand if I ever had 
a chance of seeing the book you 
mentioned? 
I expect you have read all about 
the misfortune which befell our 
town. 
One cannot describe the 
actual happenings of that night, 
except that none of us expected to 
see it through, but I’m thankful to 
say that on the following two oc­ 
casions, we did not feel it so badly, 
and also, we knew what to expect. 
I don’t know whether you have 
seen any pictures at all, but if so, 
perhaps you can Imagine what It is 
like to have one well-known build­ 
ing after another just reduced to a 
heap of rubble. 
I hope I have not been boring 
you too much, but as I said before, 
so fewr exciting things happen these 
days, one finds it rather difficult to 
write a newsy letter. 
However, I do hope I shall be 
hearing from you soon, and once 
again, I am sorry to have kept you 
waiting so long. 
Please give my kindest regards to 
your family, and all the best to 
yourself.

big Balkan state must be prepared 
for that. 
The proud capital of Belgrade, on 
the Danube, likely will be In the 
hands of the nazis within a few 
hours. In recognition of this prob­ 
ability the government already has 
withdrawn southward and is believ­ 
ed to be in Skoplje. 
These events need not cause un­ 
due concern, however, since they 
have been anticipated. Yugoslavia’s 
main stand must be made among 
the mountains in the southern por­ 
tion of the country, and the high 
command has planned for that. 
German Strategy 
German strategy thus far has fol­ 
lowed the course expected. Several 
independent 
attacks 
have 
been 
launched 
against 
Yugoslav 
and 
Greek territory, after this fashion: 
1. In the north a nazi force has 
struck across the Yugoslav border 
from Austria Into the valley of the 
Sava and Is headed for the Croat 
capital of Zagreb. 
2. Another German contingent has 
headed over the Hungarian border 
for Belgrade. 
3. At the same time a second 
thrust at Belgrade is being made 
from Rumania, 
4. From the vicinity of Sofia, Bul­ 
garia, German forces are driving at 
Nish, and at Skoplje in the Vardar 
valley. 
5. Two nazi contingents are a t­ 
tacking 
G r e e c e 
from 
Bulgaria 
through the Struma valley. 
The nazi operations in Yugoslavia 
are calculated to gain quick control 
cl the main railway system and 
highways of the country and thus 
pave the way for a drive down 
through 
the 
Vardar 
vaiiey 
into 
Greece and against the great port of 
Salonika. 
The pushes across the 
Bulgarian border also are aimed at 
Salonika. 
Salonika is tile vital objective of 
the moment, and therefore the vital 
point of defense for the allies. This 
big port not only if the rail head 
for most of the important railways 
ol the Balkans, but it gives Yugo­ 
slavia her sole access to the outside 
world not dominated by the axis 
powers. 
Advantage for Defense 
The fact that the Germans were 
compelled 
to 
attack 
Salonika 
through the Struma valley of Bul­ 
garia, rather than through the Var­ 
dar valley of Yugoslavia, has given 
the allies a far more advantageous 
position for defense. Had the Yugo­ 
slavs given into Berlin, and allowed 
the Germans to use the Vardar val­ 
ley to attack Greece, the campaign 
might have been short-lived. 
As it Is, the Greeks and British 
have been able to throw their de­ 
fenses east of Salonika, close to the 
Struma valley. 
It Is here that the 
allies are reported to be holding well 
against a fierce assault. 
A late dispatch says the Yugo­ 
slavs have begun a bombardment of 
the Albanian frontier and are pre­ 
paring to drive into that country in 
an effort to complete the Greek de­ 
feat of the Italians. 
The German 
attacks toward Nish and Skoplje al­ 
so contemplate carrying aid to the 
fascists in Albania.

Vichy, France, April 7 
(AP)-— 
Chief of State Marshal Petain said 
in 
a 
radio 
address 
today 
that 
French honor forbade any 
action 
against France’s former allies. 
The Marshal’s speech called 
for 
French unity but did not mention 
General Charles De Gaulle, loader 
of “Flee French” forces still fight­ 
ing at Britain’s side. 
(De Gaulle, now in Cairo, has ex­ 
horted Frenchmen to help tip the 
balance of war in the 
Mediterra­ 
nean in Britain's favor. There had 
been indications that the Marshal 
would broadcast an answer.) 
“Honor require? us to undertake 
nothing against our former allies,” 
Petain said. 
“But the integrity of 
the country requires that sources of 
our vital food and essential posts of 
our empire should be safeguarded. 
It is against these necessities that 
dissident propagandists act daily." 
Despite announcements by Fer­ 
nand De Brinon, French ambassa­ 
dor In Paris and Paris newspapers 
that Petain would attack De Gaulle, 
he complained only against “subtle 
Insidious propaganda inspired by 
Frenchmen.” 
He complained also Uiat 
dissi­ 
dence “takes a more arrogant tone 
daily and the work of my govern- 
men 
is attacked, 
defamed 
and 
slandered.” 
He praised General Maxime Wey- 
gand, French commander in North 
Africa, for faith to French 
unity, 
and Admiral Jean Darlano, 
vice 
premier and foreign minister as well 
is naval commander, “who lias all 
my confidence."

It is Just six weeks now and we 
have had drill parades before the 
staff officer^. 
I am licensed to drive an Army 
vehicle and give instructions to new' 
drivers besides knowing the different 
gun positions which we practice day 
from day. 
Tile food is what they say it is 
and most of the time plenty of it. 
The able manners are not so good 
but that is beside the point as long 
as they keep plenty food on the 
table. 
They have games and moving 
pictures on the post. We have am a­ 
teur or stunt night once a week 
Some of the fellows play guitars, 
sing and tap dance. 
We have all 
tile comforts of home, radios, bar­ 
bers and a fellow that lias an 


electric steam iron to press our 
trousers and ties. 
The new draftees coming in, if 
they obey orders and carry them 
out to the best of their ability, will 
not get extra kitchen police duty 
as some of tile fellows have been 
getting around this camp.

1. Include un-Am erican teaching 
or membership in an un-A m erican 
organization or political party b ar­ 
red by law from a place on th e bal­ 
lot as a cause for dismissal in the 
tenure act. 
2. 
Provide a one per cent slash 
in the tax rate on em ployers’ pay­ 
rolls for unemployment, com pensa­ 
tion, under conditions prescribed by 
federal legislation. 
Pledge for Candidates 
3. Require political candidates to 
take an affidavit pledging fealty to 
the constitution at the tim e nom ­ 
ination papers are filed. 
4. 
Require the executive board 
to standardize qualifications, sa l­ 
aries and wages in the auditor gen­ 
eral 
and 
treasury 
departm ents— 
both controlled by dem ocrats—“so 
th a t salaries shall be uniform in all 
departm ents of state governm ent.” 
Another measure about to be pre­ 
sented in the senate, by S enator O. 
J. Tallm an (R-Lehigh), would bring 
Ave other departm ents under civil 
service, a recommendation of Gov­ 
ernor Jam es in his message to the 
legislature.

Money May Be Saved by 
Knowing Lumber Grades 


If you would save money on any 
kind of construction or moderniza­ 
tion, be sure you know about the 
different grades of lumber. 
Lum­ 
ber is graded according to quality 
and each grade carries a different 
price, depending largely upon the 
number of blemishes, such as knots, 
which 
the 
classification 
permits. 
Many people use better—and there­ 
fore more expensive—lumber than 
necessary because they do not real­ 
ize th at tight knots are not a dis­ 
advantage for many 
construction 
purposes. 
Outside material which is to be 
painted may very well contain knots 
and produce a satisfactory result at 
less cost. There is one point in con­ 
nection with tile use of the lower 
grades of lumber which it is well to 
remember. 
Knots 
contain 
resin 
and pitch and if covered directly 
with ordinary oil paint, this resin 
and pitch will eventually “burn” 
through. To eliminate burning', and 
to provide the best paint coverage 
for knots, give each knot a prelim ­ 
inary coat of shellac before you start 
to paint. This will seal in the resins 
and pitch and you will never see 
your knot again. 
Use Some Variety in Your Siding 
There are about 25 different types 
of stock lumber siding items avail­ 
able. 
If you know of the various 
patterns which can be secured, you 
can make a choice which may re­ 
move the siding on your new home 
from the “ordinary” classification. 
Wide beveled siding in 8-inch and 
10-inch widths 
is, of course, 
the 
most popular style today but don t 
forget that you can still buy n ar­ 
row siding, flush siding, moulded 
drop siding. log cabin siding <which 
may be repainted) board-and-batten 
siding and plywood siding. Remem­ 
ber, you can even use narrow widths 
of interior 
paneling 
m aterial for 
outside siding, if you wish. 
Paneling flint 
It Is generally a good idea to stain 
and possibly finish wood paneling 
before the material is applied to Hie 
wall. 
In spite of the fact th at the 
paneling you are now using may be 
well-seasoned 
m aterial, 
there 
is 
bound to be some slight come-and- 
go with the seasons which may re­ 
sult In a thin white line of unfin­ 
ished wood between the boards in 
the middle of the winter. 
If your

is 
pre-finished, 
swelling 
and shrinkage may take place w ith­ 
out being noticed.

I t is 
also true th a t enem y agents can r e - 1 
port tiles.? m ovem ents; but it seems! 
to be only sportsm enlike th a t the 
keen Am erican press refrain from 
giving a report of these ships for 
the benefit of B ritain’s enemies. At 
the present tim e th is sort of report­ 
ing is of inestim able m ilitary value 
to the G erm ans. 
“If a B ritish w arship arrives in a 
B ritish yard for repair the fact does 
not appear in print, broadcast, or 
picture, 
Tile B ritish people know 
how' vital it Is to keep th a t sort cl
